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North America No Longer Safe 
From Terrorist Attacks

Tuesday, September 1 1 , 2001 
will be a day long remembered in the 
minds of citizens of not only the 
United States of America, but the 
world. In an apparently coordinated 
terrorist attack against the United 
States, four commercial passenger 
jets crashed on Tuesday, three of 
them into significant landmarks. As 
of press time this is all the informa- 
tion that Lambda has been able to 
gather. 

Five large commercial planes 
were highjacked from airports across 
the United States, from such cities as 
Boston, Newark and Pittsburgh. 
What we do know is that two of these 
planes have crashed into the two tow- 
ers of the World Trade Center and a 
third crashed into a section of the 
Pentagon. 

American Airlines Flight 1 1 , 
carrying 81 passengers and 1 1 crew

members, slammed into the north 
tower of the World Trade Center in 
.Manhattan shortly before 9 a.m. 
About 1 5 minutes later. United Air- 
lines Flight 175 from Boston to Los 
Angeles, with 56 passengers and nine 
crew members on board, crashed into 
the south tower. Both towers eventu- 
ally collapsed in a shower of debris 
and plume of thick dust. Firefighters 
could get no closer than 2 blocks from 
the burning hulk. 

A half-hour after the second 
crash, American Flight 77 took off 
from Washington, D.C.'s Dulles Air- 
port en route to San Francisco, car- 
rying 58 passengers and six crew 
members — but crashed into the Pen- 
tagon instead. Less than an hour af- 
ter the third crash. United Flight 93 
en route from Newark, New Jersey, 
to San Francisco, California, crashed 
near Shanksville, Pennsylvania, with 
38 passengers and seven crew aboard.

U.S. intelligence officials 
stated "there are good indications 
that persons linked to Osama bin 
Laden may be responsible for these 
attacks." The sources say they based 
the statement on specific information 
that had been gathered Tuesday. Bin 
Laden is the Saudi millionaire who 
has been blamed for terror attacks 
against U.S. interests and is believed 
to be in Afghanistan. 

All 24 000 Pentagon employ- 
ees where evacuated and once again 
as of press time there has been no 
casualties reported. A 60-foot sec- 
tion of the Pentagon was wiped out 
as one of the planes deliberately 
crashed into the side of the building 
and ended up coming to a stop in the 
courtyard. However, the damage to 
the Pentagon seems almost insig- 
nificant to the destruction in New 
York. 

The World Trade Center has 
an average visitor attendance of 1 50 
000 people per day and holds in ac- 
cess of 50 000 employees. Despite 
rescue teams best attempts, both tow- 
ers collapsed from what appears to 
be the structural damage. Manhat- 
tan was left in a cloud of dust as the 
two towers came crashing to the 
ground, people where left running for 
safety in each and every direction. 

No official number of injured 
or fatalities has been reported as of 
Lambda's press time, but one can 
only imagine how high those num- 
bers are going to be. This will cer- 



tainly go down in history as one of 
the biggest tragedies in North Ameri- 
can history. Not since Pearl Harbor 
has American soil seen such an at- 
tack. However this does differ from 
Pearl Harbor as it was a government 
sanctioned military attack and Tues- 
day 's attack appears to be a act of ter- 
rorism. This makes the situation 
more complicated because the ques- 
tion of "who?" comes to mind. Also, 
this attack wasn't initiated on a spe- 
cific military institution, the World 
Trade Center is a civilian workplace. 

President Bush called the 
crashes "a national tragedy." Later in 
the day. Bush issued a statement from 
Barksdale AFB near Shreveport, 
Louisiana. "Make no mistake: The 
United States will hunt down and 
punish those responsible for these 
cowardly acts." 

The United States Secret 
Service secured President Bush, Vice 
President Cheney, Speaker of the 
House Dennis Hasten and key mem- 
bers of Bush's Cabinet and national 
security team. Air Force One landed 
in Omaha, Nebraska, and spokes- 
woman Karen Hughes says Bush is 
in a secure location. 

Three Palestinian groups — 
Hamas, the Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine and Islamic 
Jihad — deny responsibility for the 
attacks, but blame U.S. policies in the 
Mideast. 

For the first time in history the 
United States has shut down all air- 



ports. No flights will be leaving or 
arriving for the next couple of days. 
Any planes that were in the air at the 
time of the attacks have been re-di- 
rected to Canada. Canada has also 
shut down its airports in order to 
accomodate the overflow from the 
U.S.A. US Transportation Secretary 
Norman Mineta ordered FAA to sus- 
pend operation of all flights until at 
least noon Wednesday. He also issued 
orders controlling the movements of 
all vessels in U.S. waters. 

The United States has dis- 
patched their delta-wing fighters in 
order to patrol the skies above both 
Manhattan and the Pentagon in or- 
der to protect them from any further 
developments. All major tourist sites 
such as the Sears Tower in Chicago, 
the United Nations in New York, the 
White House and DisneyLand have 
all been shut down in order to keep 
the public safe from anything else 
that could happen. 

Tuesday, September 1 1 , 2001 
will be on the minds of all of us for 
the rest of our lives. We will all re- 
member where we were years from 
now when looking back on what has 
happened. Lambda would like to 
send its best wishes to the families, 
friends and everyone else out there 
that this tradgcdy touches. In some 
ways it has hit us all because it hap- 
pened in our own back yard.

Huntington University and Union of Ontario 
Indians Join Forces on IVIedia Issues 



LU Press Release 

Huntington University and 
the Union of Ontario Indians are 
woricing together to help improve 
media coverage of Aboriginal issues 
and investigate ways of building 
communications capacity in First 
Nations communities. 

Huntington University and 
the North Bay-based political repre- 
sentative of 43 First Nations in On- 
tario today announced they are co- 
operating on the establishment of a 
Centre for Communications Excel- 
lence. The Centre, to be located at 
Huntington on the Laurentian Uni- 
versity campus, will promote re- 
search on how Aboriginal people are 
portrayed in the media, a concern 
raised by the Royal Commission on 
Aboriginal Peoples. It will also en- 
courage Aboriginal youth to become 
involved in the field of media and to 
pursue their studies in this area. Both 
Huntington University and the Un- 



ion of Ontario Indians expect that this 
collaboration will lead to the estab- 
lishment of scholarships and awards 
to encourage a greater number of 
Aboriginal people to pursue media 
careers. 

On September 10, students 
from Laurentian University and 
Cambrian College will begin their 
first courses in Huntington's new 
communications program, which will 
include a course entitled "The Abo- 
riginal Beat" which deals with me- 
dia treatment of Aboriginal issues. 
The course content was developed 
around themes that emerged from a 
March 3, 2001 conference hosted by 
Huntington University and the Un- 
ion of Ontario Indians entitled "The 
Aboriginal Beat: building bridges 
between First Nation communities 
and mainstream media." 

The conference's final report, 
comprised of a 56-page booklet and 
accompan}ing 22-minute video, was 



released at today's news conference. 
The report's recommendations called 
for journalists and educators to be- 
come engaged in increasing public 
awareness and understanding of abo- 
riginal cultures, traditions, and con- 
temporary issues. 

The Aboriginal Beat Confer- 
ence brought together educators and 
journalists, as well as Aboriginal 
leaders to examine the role of main- 
stream media in providing accurate 
information about such controversial 
topics as hunting and fishing rights, 
and discussed media stereotyping of 
Aboriginal people. Both the final re- 
port and video of the Aboriginal Beat 
Conference are designed to be valu- 
able teaching resources, as well as 
professional development tools for 
media organizations. Copies are be- 
ing provided to educators, journalists, 
and Aboriginal groups and organiza- 
tions across Canada.
